In Itn the United States, 
though In possession of great quantttlea of gold 
amounting to more than 4,000 asllUon doUars, 
went off the gold standard as a matter of delib¬ 
erate choice, as part of a programme to raise 
prices. 

It Is reasonabl e to expect that the production 
of gold arlU continue to Incrsase and that the 
scarcity which began to be felt twenty years ago 
will be overcome. With the steady resumption 
of International trade, the way may be opened 
up for the re-establlshment of an International 
g^ standard.

Lord Hewart, the Lord Chief Justice of Bng- 
land, does not believe In that form of buresncracy 
which gives "uncontrolled and arbitrary powers 
to public oIBclala" Re Is of opinion that under 
such a system "It Is as certain as that night M* 
lows day that corraptlon must creep It," and 
that ~wa shall then be cursed with the corrapt 
bureaucrat." He gives an tnstance of the bureau¬ 
cratic despot In the treatment of the panel doc¬ 
tors under the National Health Insuimnee Acts. 
Hera Is what be says: 

"The doctors are liable, at the mere discretion 
of the olllelal who acts for the Minister of 
Health, to be ruined professionally by being 
struck off the panel, or, as a lesser punishment, 
to be fined to an arbitrary extent. In one In¬ 
stance, a fins of fIJXK) was Imposed on two doc¬ 
tors who carried on business In partnership. 
‘Ixcesslve prescribing,' an offence wholly un¬ 
known to the law, which consists of prescribing 
for the patient medklnee that are either too 
expensive la quality or too liberal In quantity. Is 
one of the things for which a doctor may be 
penalised. One might think that, for a person 
who Is bound by law to Insure and pay contri¬ 
butions under the Acts, the best medictne ought 
to be prescribed In Ulness. But apparently that 
Is not the new of the dep artm ent. One might 
also wonder whether. In this matter, the Interests 
of the patients are taken Into consideration at

new, "value" r^des In tRe thing Itself. For em¬ 
phasis we may add an adjective and speak of 
Intrinsic value In order to silggest that "value" 
belongs to the thing as part of its natural en¬ 
dowment, or. If It owes Its existence to human 
Industry, as an acquired endowment. When the 
question arises as to bow the values of things 
are to be compared, one answer Is that we dis¬ 
cover a greater value In one thing than In an¬ 
other by comparing each with an "absolute" 
value. If we ask how this absolute value Is Iden¬ 
tified, we are told that It Is related to a certain 
depth or Intensity of feeling In tha Individual. 
If we ask further regarding the depth of this 
feeling end bow It Is measured, we are likely to 
be disappointed, as there Is no such measure 
available. It Is tolerably clear that at this point 
we have got away from economics, that these are 
metaphysical problems, not economic ones. 

Another answer Is that the value of a thing Is 
to be measured by the amount of tabor expended 
upon It. "Value," In this view. Is an acquired 
endownunt A block of wood Immersed In water 
absorbs a certain amount of that element. A 
manufactured article, similarly. Is thought of as 
having bad something put Into It. Labor Is thus 
said to enter Into an Industrial product and make 
It valuable. Row Is this value to be measured? 
The reply Is that ws must ascertain the amount 
of labor expended upon It, and the measuring 
dsvies Is a unit known as an hour of "normal" 
labor. Mere, agam, we find ourselves groping 
about In a metaphysical fog. The "normality" of 
an hour of "normal" labor in the Marxian system 
Is one of those mystical concepts that hypnotise 
the followers of that prophet,, whose chief title 
to gseatnaas. In Ibsen's Irottle' phrase, lay in the 
fact that "almost all be says passes one's under¬ 
standing." 

The concept of a ‘>alue" which Is Inherent In 
the sonsUtutlon of a thing la thus apt to lead 
the Inquirer Into a labyrinth of vague Ideas. He 
had better retrace his steps, and, rejecting these 
bIghly-eompUeated explanations of “value," con¬ 
tent himself with the ptopoelUon that In eco¬ 
nomics value Is not a quality at aU, but a relation, 
that the value of a thing Is an exchange relstloa 
with some other thing. D we can find some one 
thing to serve as a common denominator, we 
may represent the vahis of other things by

Gold has propertlas which render It highly 
suitable as a common denominator. Every school¬ 
boy can anumerate these qualities It Is highly 
prised for ornament. It Is portable. It doeb not 
deteriorate with age. It Is easily recognlsabls. It 
Is divisible with no loss of exchange value. Its 
exchange vahM Is not liable to serious finetua- 
Uons The only thing to be feared concerning 
gold as a standard of value Is a possible scarcity 
The population and material wealvh of the world 
are Increasing, and a certain amount of new gold 
Is required year by year If prices are to be kept 
reasonably steady. Tor a period of years during 
which prlM were steadily maintain^ the ver- 
ags amount of new gold annually produced was 
about three per cent, of the exlsUng world stock. 
About twen^ years ago producUon fen below 
that figure and for several years remained at 
about tvro per cent. Since that time gold pro¬ 
duction hat been riatng. From 1923 to 1919, 
133.937,1)00 fine ounces of gold were produced.
